And therefore he foretells them, that God 
Would not utterly forſake his People, but he would 
increaſe them, in the Land of their Captivity ; 
and having ſufficiently humbled them there for 
their Sins, be would repeal all the Curſes that were 
denounced againſt them, and change all the three 
Names which he had before given them.

waiting Her Commands: And the Hearts and 
Hands of all Her People are lifted up to Heaven, 
praying continually for Her long and proſperous 
Reign; only a few, a very few, (and they grow- 
ing fewer 1 Day) repining at all theſe Bleſ-
